It it, often said in disparagement of 


women that they have not originated 
or invented much. They have not; but 
it is their devotion to the minor details 
of life which has set men so free to 
distinguish themselves, and in all 
men's achievements women have an 
macknowledged part.

That home only can 
be serenely happy where the daily 
homely duties are well done—not in- 
termittently, not in the whirlwind of be- 
wildering activity that scares the male 
population from the scene, but—I need 
not say how; I appeal to the inner 
consciousness of woman 
What dig- 


nity what beauty and delight it giyes 
onr humblest work to think of it as es- 
sential to the peace and comfort of 
English homes, and as enabling those 
to labor undisturbed who win our 
bread and create our literature, and 
rule and teach o\ir people 


And verily women need some such 


consolation. Consider how much of 
their work perishes in the day that it IB 
done, and has all to be repeated day 
after day, and then say whether it is 
matter for great marvel that some of 
them have been ill-advised enough to 
talk occasionally about their "narrow 
sphere." The changes are rung on 
washing and ironing, and cleaning, 
and mending days, while every mom- 
tea the saml familiar objects demand 
washing and dusting that have been 
washed or dusted thousands of times 
before. Tangible result* are not what 
woman chiefly accomplishes, and she 
often works long and hard without 
bavins "any thing to show' in the end. 
There is poetry m her life, it u. true, 
but there is an enormous amount of 
prose. And sometimes I wish, when 
» man expresses horror at some 
woman's escaping from her housework 
to a wider fielll ofaction, that he would 
fcrr a lone-continued course of dusting, 
washing up and mending stockings, 
nd sei if he ever found it at all 
monotonouB.-rassdr* Family 
ine.

The crosa-examlnation of Mr. Heine- 


mann WUB mainly devoted to an attempt 
to show that the enthusiasm of the crowd 
at the Hayinarket had cooled down con- 
siderably before Flelden beaan his speech, 
and that many o( Ihose pruKcnt had de- 
purted, partly owing to Indications of a 
storm before that time. The answers ol 
tiie wl.ness practically sustained this 
theorv 
The next \vltuess placed upon the 


sland was Lonis Hnaa, a detective be- 
longing to the Central station detail. He 
was an eye-witness to the scene ol the 
riot, add said asth* polici; came tip he 
heard some one-ln the crowd say: "Here 
come 
the blood-hounds." 
"Yon "do 


yonr duty and we will do ours":" His 
'examination elicllfcd nothing new. • 


Cross-examined, the wittiess said that 


the "blood-hound" sentence wae uttered 
as the police came up, and", that scarcely 
a minute elapsed belore (Japtaln Ward Is- 
sued the order to dlspeNevvTae sentence 
WHS spoken loudly and tlistliictly enough 
to be audible, he thought,1' to-1 ftrtjf one 
who hud not started to leave .the place. 
He had repeated the "blpod.honnd!' sen- 
tence to some of his brother officers at 
the Central station, but not Sergeant 
Qulnu. 


Apparently im opposite answer as to 


Quiiin would have indicated to Captain 
Black, the attorney foi the defense, con-' 
ducting 
the 
cross-exaintnation, that' 


Qulnn would not have recollected the 
sentence had not 
his memory 1>een 


fieshened by the witness. An effort to 
induce the witness to contradict .his testi- 
mony befoiethe coroner's'jury was not 
matf i lally succc'sslul. 


When Percy English was called to the 


stand, Spies leaned forward eagerly and 
Ills countenance bore a look of -Intense" 
Interest. 
Being one of the oldest report- 


ers on the city press, Mr. English was 
known to Spies and Parsons as a sten- 
ographer who never neglected to take 
verbatim whatever he wished to repro- 
duce In his paper. The witness testified 
that he was present when the Haymarket 
meeting was called to order by Spies. 
Not cai Ing to be observed, he took his 
shorthand notes with a short pencil 
In 
a book 
concealed 
In his coat. 


Owing to the dittlcnlty in turning his 
pages the report was broken lu places, 
but tbe portions which lie had intact, he 
suld, was verbatim. The substance ot 
the speech as produced by Mr. English 
was the same as heretofore published 
and often referred to In the progress of 
the trial; but the reprodnction of the 
exact language had a profound effect, 
anil, as he heard his own denunciations 
of capitalists, coupled with a precise rep- 
etition of the dark and sanguinary threats 
accompanying them, Spies' face grew 
livid and damp with perspiration. 


The defense made use of every pos- 


sible pretext to Interrupt the witness with 
objections of every sort, which weregen- 
eiully overruled. 


The witness also read his stenographic 


notes of Parsons' speech, which came 
next. This was the "star" speech iu the 
programme. It was frequently applaud- 
ed and responded to with explosive In- 
terjections and blood-curdling threats. 
The speaker waxed warm nnd endeavored 
to impress his hearers wltli the neces- 
sity of preparing to defend their lives 
and Interests at once. War hail been de- 
clared upon them (referring to the Mc- 
Cormlck trouble), and they must take up 
arms against their oppressors. 


Cross-examined, witness assented to 


the Interrogative statement of Mr. Fos- 
ter that when persons In the crowd, re- 
ferring to McCormlck and other capital- 
ists, shouted "Hang him; hang him 
now," both Parsons ana Spies said thut 
now was not the time, and counseled 
present moderation. 


Mr. Foster observed that the paper 


containing the witness' published report 
contained only those utterances which 
appeared to be incendiary, and asked 
witness If he wus instructed to suppress 
all the conciliatory language used. The 
witness replied that such Instructions 
had not been given him.

spoken by either of the men? 


WitnesH—I heard the words "plslols" 


and "police " Then one of the men 
usked the othei would "one be enough.1'

The hours were spent dis- 
cussing the nomination of Thomas Han- 
Ion to bf collector ol internal revenue 
for the Seventh Indiana district, and it 
was Dually rejected by a tie vote. Then 
the case of Morris Thomas, of Baltimore, 
to be au Indian inspector was taken up.' 
Tola excited considerable contention, 
but was continued by a vote of 30 to 22. 


A good deal of tim e was consumed in 


the confirmation of a United States Judge 
for Utah and J. H. Meaney, of Teias, 
ITalted States Judge for Montana, and in 
the recommittal of a United States Judge 
for Washington Territory. 


Quite a large uuuiber of postmasters 


were confirmed aud one rejected, the lat- 
ter being Mr. Hosetta, postmaster at 
DeKalb, 111. Bosetta Ts an editor, and 
wrote a scurrilous article about the time 
of the death of General Grant, comparing 
the deceased to Julius Cesar. 


The docket was cleared of uuobjected 


nominations, but there is a lot ol work 
yet before the Senate in the considera- 
tion of contested Dominations. 


Bradley B. Smailey, of Vermont, has 


been nominated Collector of Customs 
for that State, vice Wm. Wells, resigned. 


To Eucher the Cnlppewaa. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.— The Secretary 


of the Interior has appointed J. B. 
Wright, of Tennessee, Charles F. Larra- 
be, of the Indian office, and Bishop H. 
P. Whipple, of Minnesota, a commission, 
as authorized by the present Congress, 
for the purpose of negotiating with the 
Chippewa Indians of Minnesota for such 
modification of existing treaties and such 
change in their reservation as may be 
deemed desirable; aud also to consider 
all claims which these Indians may have 
against the Government. They are also 
to negotiate with a number of Indiaa 
tribes la Montana, Dakota and Idaho for 
a reduction lu area of their reservations, 
or their removal to other and smaller 
reservations. 
The work of the commis- 


sion must oe ratified by Congress. 


The President's Vacation. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.— The Star says: 


"It is stated at the White House that 
Colonel Lamont has gone to his home 
in Cortland County, N. Y., for a few 
days, but it is believed that during his 
absence he will make all arrangements 
for the summer vacatiou of the President 
and Mrs. Cleveland in the Adirondacks. 
No information on the subject can be ob- 
tained at the White House, but it Is un- 
derstood the President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land will reach Albany about the middle 
ot August, und will be accompanied on 
their trip by Mrs. Folsom and several in- 
timate friends. It is said they will go 
to the woods from Plattaburg, and the 
trip will cover from lour to BIX weeks." 


The Hennepln Canal Appropriation. 
WASHINGTON, July 28. — Friends of the 


Hennepin canal project are considerably 
incensed over the vote in the House yea- 
terday to throw out the appropriation 
from the River and Harbor bill, and say 
that without this item the bill wlU never 
pass. They go so far as to say at least 
forty Congressmen will vote against the 
bill now who would have vo^d for It had 
the Hennepln' item been retained lathe 
bill. 


Representative Murphy thinks that the 


Hennepin canal scheme would 
have 


strengthened the bill with the President, 
who, he savs, once signed a petition 
which urged the co nstruction of the 
canal. 


A New Design for Poatal Cards.

A SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


The FraaMe Hotber Bravely Attempts to 


Rescue her Baby and IB Henslt 


Badly Burnt. 


A very shocking calamity occurred yes- 


terday afternoon at 2 o'clock a mile east 
ot the, Shlandeman brewery and a quar- 
ter ot a mile east of the William Traver 
tile yard. It was caused by the total 
destruction by fire of the old log house 
.owned by James Qeddu and occupied by 
James Oahill and family. The family ia 
in poor circumstances, Oahill being a day 
laborer. Mrs. Oahill has been oaring tor 
a garden patch near the burnt house and 
was there at work when she noticed that 
the cabin was ou fire. She had left her 
infant daughter, aged 3 months, in the 
front, room lying in a baby carriage. The 
flre alarm was given by Mrs. Oahill's two 
little sons, aged 3 and 4 years respective- 
ly. They were seen in the back yard by 
the mother, who dropped her hoe and 
ran to tbe house to rescue "her babe. She 
entered through the shed kitchen and 
passed through a room into the apart- 
ment where she had left the infant in the 
buggy. But the first room was a mass ot 
Humes, and her clothing and hair oatoh- 
ing .on fire, Mrs. Oahill was driven back 
and she fled to a spring close by where 
she laid down in great pain. Fortunate- 
ly tbe flowing water smothered tbe fire 
and Mrs. Oahill's life was saved. A num- 
ber of men came to the scene as quickly 
as possible and Mrs. Oahill was taken to 
Wesley Daubenspeok's home where Dr. 
H arsha attended her. She is badly burnt 
on the body, arms and face, and half her 
huir is burnt off. Her arm is almost 
burnt to a crisp, while her flesh is swol- 
len. It is not believed now that her in- 
juries will prove fatal. She was able to 
sit up this forenoon. 


How the fire started is a mystery, 


though the generally accepted theory is 
that the boys had been playing with 
matches in the front room and had set 
some of the bed or other clothing on fire, 
possibly igniting the coverlet in the baby 
carriage. 


Mr. Oahill came to Deoatur from Indi- 


ana last'March, He was not at home at 
the time ot the distressing mishap—no 
one but the mother and children. 


The mother, who is nearly crazed with 


grief, was seen last night, She is about 
30 years ot age. Her account of the acci- 
dent is substantially as above stated. 
When she passed through the shed she 
thought she heard the baby cry out, and 
then all was still, except the crackling 
caused by the fierce flames that, envel- 
oped the room where the infant met its 
terrible fate. No trace of the remains 
could be found to-day, only the heap of 
burning logs that had fallen daring the 
fire. 


State's Attorney Vail and Coroner Perl 


visited the scene last night, and were giv- 
en the particulars of the sad occurrence.
